our Pꝛiuie Countell. 

And to the end they may the better finde and diſcouer him, they ſhall know him by thele 
ſignes, Hee is about the age of thꝛee and twentie peeres, tall and lender, of a whitiſh tom · 
plexion, his face full of pockhooles, his noſe ſhoꝛt and low in the middeſt, a little Haire on his 
chinne ofa white colour , the haire of his head ſomewhat darker, and his legs are very long 
and ſmall,
